Vienna  Aug.  22.  We  have  at  length 
received  intelligence  of  the  Captain 
Pacha.  After  the  difaflers  which,  his- 
fjtiadron  had enconn'ered  he  bargain- 
ed the  main  fea,  and  lias  proceeded 
to  join  the  fquadron  off  Sebafloble.
